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CHAPTER 109. 
AN ACT to autfprize the chief clerk of the senate 

to employ additional copyists and providing for 
their payment. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Authorizing 	SECTION 1. The chief clerk of the senate, by 
additional 
employes, 	and with the consent of the senate committee ap- 
"Dat'Pen" pointed by the senate caucus for that purpose, is maim. 

hereby authorized to employ a sufficient number 
of cletks from the present force of copyists to 
perform the necessary work of the senate during 
the balance of the present session, at a compensa-
tion of three and one-half dollars per diem. 

Chief clerk to SECTION 2. The chief clerk of the senate shall certify list, etc. 
certify to the secretary of state the names of all 
such clerks employed, the capacity employed in, 
and the amounts respectively due them, which 
certificate shall be approved by the presiding offi-
cer of the senate; upon such certificate the ac-
counts shall be audited and paid out of the state 
treasury. 

Appropriation. SECTION 3. There is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the state treasury not otherwise 
appropriated a sum sufficient to carry out the 
provisions of this act. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in. 
force from and after its passage and . publication.
